FROM CHINA 
FALL HEAVILY 


Imports of pond-rcared fresh water fish from China, 
which supplics Hongkong with more than 90 por 
cent of its roquiremonts, dropped to ‘about one- 
third of the normol total during the first quarter. 


The decline in {Imports caused 


an increased dentand for fresh 
maring fish on the local mar- 
ket, states the Commissioner 
fer Co-operative Development 
and Fisheries, Mr J, Cater. 

Lardings of fresh marine 
fich murketed through the fish 
marketing organisation during 
the quarter totalled 182,337 
piculs — representing a slight 
increase in quantity as cOm- 
pared with the — preceding 
period, 

“This was muinly due to the 
cessation of fishing activities 
during the Chinese New Year 
period and to the less favcurable 
weather conditions prevailing in 
January and Februar,” Mr 
Cater explalns. 


Bait short 


The weather mainly affected 
in-shore fishermen and, as a 
rovult, long liners were unable 
to cbtain their full requirements 
of bait. However, the position 
impreved in March when in- 
shore vessels were able to 
operate more extensively. 

As in the last. quarter-of 1960, 
the average wholesale price of 
fresh marine fish remained high 
at $93 a picul. 

Sales of imported and local 
salt-dried marlne fish registered 
a further substantinl decline 
during the period under review. 
February was the first month in 
many—years._during_which—no- 
imported salt-dried marine fish 
was marketed. * 

The drop In sales of salt-dried 
marine fish was due partly to 
the high wholesale price of 
fresh fish, which encouraged 
many local fishermen to sell 
their catches fresh rather than 
market them In a salted state. 


42 pe. drop 

The total quantity of salt- 
dried marine fish sold through 
the fish marketing organisation 
in the quarter was 6,043 piculs, 
a drop of about 42 per cent as 
campared with the previous 
quarter, 

The average wholesale price 
of $60 was good but registered a 
decline of $5 a picul in compari- 
stn with the previous quarter,
